Far some time past, the United Sintes Coast 
Survey Officers, havo been en In making 
astronomical ubscrrations between Cambridge 
University and the cites of the West, using the 
telegraph to ald them in thelr labors. In order 
to arrive at the mean time between the Atlantic 
and the Pacific, tho ono represented by on 
and the other by San Francisco,the wires of the 
Western Union Telegraph have been nigbuy 
brought into use for nearly a musth past. The 
wires were connected with a chronometer at 
Cambridge in such a mnoner thst the maln cir- 
cult is broken and fnstanly closed again at 
every beat or tick at the ume · piece, and the re- 
sult Is that cach second of time, a marked by 
the chronometer at Cambridge, goes forth from 
the university on the Atlantic coast, and, with 
almost the speed of light itself, Lurrieson over 
tho magic wirr. psasing through intermediate 
cities, towns, and villages, across rivers, over 
Mountains und along the open country,. until it 
finally seaches, the recording instrument on the 
Pacific coast, in all its original fullness of pulsa.

cific seaboard. For five minutes the tick ! tick!

LECTCMES AT LIBRARY HALL. 

E. 8. Wheeler delivered his third series of 
Iectarcs at Library Hell, on Sunday, March 
Zila. 

The morning leciuro was announced by the 
apeaker, "Spiritualism as a Science,“ bat was 
in fact more of ab iaspiratiousi and off-hand 
production, tban an exposition of a really scion- 
tific nature.

Joxes:—-During the pest few weeks, a 
goodly number of the citlzcns of this town, havo 
been witnessing some of the most wonderful 
apicit manifestations on record, given through 
the mediamabip of Mrs. Marta E. Lord, formerly 
Marla E. Barrock, of Fon du Lac, Wisconsin, 
the great test modium, who\bas just closed ẹ 
series of circles bore, which has been a source of 
wonder aod surprise to the skeptic; of Joy and 
gladness to the ſe belle vers in chis place, and 
for. which thie humble writer feels thankful to 
our Heavenly Father and the holy angela We 
will give you some of the wonderful manifesia. 
uons that were given in the circle, on one ceca- 
aion. The circle was composed of some twenty 
gentlemen and ladies Two-tadies were appolrt - 
ed a committee to examine the medium and sce 
if ahe hed any Hour or giber subetance about 


search they could find nothlog. The mediam 
then took ber seat in the center of the circle. 
Then the writer took a | and pat into 
ber hands a8 much flour as sbe could bold with 
out scattering any. The light was then put out, 
and, in five or ten minutes, the little Indian 


_girl,Snow Drop, could be heard distinctly by all 


in the circle, calling for her beads. Then some 
one would say, “Wo touched me, some oue 
is shaking my hand.“ Others would say, “I feal 
a band laid on my head.” At the same time, the 
guitar would peas around the room over our 
beads, playing a tune, frequently lighting on the 
heads ot different ones in the circle, and playing. 
There would be as many as three or four who 
felt bands lald. on them at the same time, which 
would preclude ahe possibility of the medium 
dolog it We have other proofs Sowever, for 
when the light was procured,’ the flour was 
found in tbo medium's handse. Nota particle 
could be found on the medium's dress or on the 
floor where the medium sat, in fact, the four in 
the medium’s bands had become moist like 
dough, from the moleture of the hands. 

But as some in the circle were not satisfied 
with the above tests, another and differentonc 
was tried.

During the sitting, the gentleman was asked 
several times, if be still held the mcdium’s arms, 
and to which bo roplicd in the affirmative, and 
when the circle closed, he declared to all pres- 
ent that the medium could not have made the 
demonstravons, and this man admitted be was 
a skeptic before. On one occasion, a lady had 
her spectacles taken off and carried around the 
circle and given to different ones and fnally 
brought back and placed on her head, in the 
same position as they wero when first taken. 
Immediately after, an Indian spirit approached 
this same lady sald, “ Me want blanket, mo 
want blanket,” and took hold of her shaw) and 
pulled it from ber shoulders, rolled it up and 
put it into a lady's lap on the opposite side of 
the circle. The worda were distipctly heard by 
teveral In the circle. In several instances, spirils 
came and gare thelr names audibly and dutinct- 


| ly to their relatives or friends, 


Op obe occasion, while the writer was sitting 
ia the circle, my little boy who passed over to 
the Spirit Land two years and nine months old, 
came to me and called me, pa, put bis litte hands 
in mine, pulled my whiskers, patted me on both 
cheeks, on the bead, and klesed me, the same as 
ho had done while ia the body, many times. 

Ia one instance, tbe guitar passed outside of 
the circle several fcet, snd rapped against the 
door, On several occasions, Water was sprinkled 
on all in the circle. Little Saow Drop made her- 
self very conspicuous ip carrying things around 
the circle: such as beads, buttons, combs, Kc. 
Bhe was the favorite of all in the circle. It was 
wonderful to witness with what rapidity abe 
would pass round the circle. Seemingly, sho 
moved with the velocity of Jighining. She was 
quito talkative, and would speak so as to be 
heard by all in the circle, creating a gbod deal 
of lerily by her odd speeches. In some inatances, 
the, medium would describo spirits in the circle 
z0 ás to be recognized by the frietdy. On ono 
evening, the medium gave a cabinet exhibition. 
This was given at the house of the writer. A 
small bed-room wea used for the purpose. Dark 
blankets were hung up in the door-way to 
darken the bed · room. A committeo was then 
chosen to examine the room and eco that no 
person was jn the same, or any thing by which 
the medium could be assisted In any way; apd 
also to tie the medium’s hands.

The vest was 
put on them , the samo as the writer would 
have worn it, dressod fo go out. Tho bands 
wll tied bebiod ber, and no one present could 
discover that the rope had been untied or eren 
loosened ; in fakt, all emed to foel satiated 
that there had\not been sufficient dme for any 
obe to havc untied and tied fhe rope while the 
medium was in the cabinet.
